Information was received that one SS 2 Lt .Z&'awma and 
his party 'were staying' in the Parvatui Jungle and were plan¬ 
ning to creat violence and intimidating people by collecting 
money forcibly at the gun-point. 

Accordingly MAP party under the command of Sub-Ins¬ 
pector Luaia Sailo was sent to Parvatui area on the 1st 
August, 1982 to apprehend SS 2 Lt. Zaluwma end his parti- 
Havaldar Rokhuma arid constable Zaluta were members of 
the party. The MAP party reached Parvatui on the' 3rd. 
August, 1982 and started combing the area. During the comb¬ 
ing operation, they received information that SS 2 It. Zaiawma 
of the MNF and his party were taking shelter in U r Ihum 
of one Sangtea ndar Parvatui. Ihe Ihum was locate; in th: 
thick jungle. It was quite a stupendous task for tl pat tv 
to reach the Ihum. But even then the members £>f the 
MAP party did not.loose courage and organised them elves 
and Went to the Ihum in the night of the 3rd August. 1982. 

After reaching the Ihum, the MAP party surrounded the 
hut in which SS 2 Lt. Zulu wine, and his party were stay in e 
After surrounding the Jhum, Sub-Inspector Luaia Sailo, Havai- 
dar Rokhuma and constable Zaluta, inspite of knowing the 
risk involved to their lives, decided to enter the house. 
Havaldar Rokhuma, closely followed by Constable Zaluta, 
opened the door of the hut and entered first. As he entered’ 
the house, the MNF fired and the first shot hit his chest. At 
this time Constable Zaluta was well inside the room and was 
under heavy fire of the MNF. He did not loose courage 
and without caring for his personal life, continued to move 
forward with Havaldar Rokhuma and rendered him support. 
Ravaldar Rokhima, was badly wounded but he did not loose 
courage and bravely returned the fire. As a result of his hit 
SS 2 Lt. Zalawna was killed. 


Meanwhile Sub-Inspector Luaia Sailo and Constable Zaluta 
were inside the Ihum the MAP party surrounding the Jhum 
also opened fire on the MNF. There was heavy exchange of 
fire between both the parties. Taking advantage of the 
wounded Havildar Rokhuma, the remaining MNF personnel 
managed to escape under the cover of darkness. Constable 
Zaluta opened fire on the fleeing MNF personnel and injured 
a few since the blood trail could be seen upto a certain dis¬ 
tance. Havaldar Rokhuma succumbed to his bullet injury on 
his chest half an hour later. Havaldar Rokhuma and Cons¬ 
table Zoluta who opted to go with the party know that they 
were putting themselves in danger. But inspite of all this 
they put courage on duty. 

In this encounter Shri Rokhuma and Shri Zaluta exhibited 
conspicuous gallantry, exemplary courage and devotion to 
duty of a high order.

In the month of July, 1982 SI Vanlalchhuana received an 
information that a group of armed hostiles had entered Sattuai 
village and with the help of their contact men in village was 
collecting fixes for MNF to strengthen the financial base ot 
banned organisation which had been waging war against the 
Government. The collected money was to be handed over 
by these contact men at a predetermined place outside the 
village. He requested the assistance of armed Police party 
and took immediate steps to locate and ascertain the disposi¬ 
tion of MNF. These contact men were immediately arrested 
and bv their sustained interrogation the location of a parti¬ 
cular Jhum hut, where the collected money to the tune of 
Rs. 20,000/- was to be handed over to the MNF, was ascer- 
t&ined. Having accomnUshed this, he took initiative and him- 
self led the Police party to the place where the MNF were 
to come and collect the money. 


The place where the MNF were taking shelter was about 
3/4 Kms. from ihe village and in a thick ;ii iglc. Undaunted 
by the risk involved. Shri Vanlalchhuana led a small group 
of Policemen to the spot, k< roving fully well that there was 
e' cry chance of the informer being double agent and he could 
well be walking into a trap. Shri Vanlalchhuana and his 
group reached the spofe kite in the evening and started sur¬ 
rounding the area in which the MNF. fully armed, were 
taking shelter. Very stealthly Shri Vanlalchhuana moved 
around all the important cut-off points and put his men in 
position. After this. Shri Vanlalchhuana perionally got up 
and challenged the MNF to surrender. The MNF. on reali¬ 
sation that the Vo ice had sin dueled the spot, immediately 
opened fire on Shri Va ilalchhuant., who was at that time the 
only exposed target, and the bullets missed him bv a few 
inches. Undaunted bv this sudden volley of fire, Shri Vanlal¬ 
chhuana opened fire with his own weapon and encouraged his 
men to open fire and also to move into better positions. There 
was consistent firing from both sides, but Shri Vanlalchhuana 
dedication to duty and with no fear of consequences to his 
life, displayed qualities of leadership and encouraged his men 
to keep up the attack. The firing continued incessantly for 
sometime during which Shri Vanlalchhuana was moving from 
spot to spot, encouraging his men. ?.nd continued to fire back 
at the MNF. The danger to Shri Vanlalchhuana was all the 
more imminent since it was very dark and he could even 
have been caught in a cross fire. As a result of this, the 
Police were successful in shooting down one MNF and seized 
his weapons. As soon as the firing has abetted, Shri Van¬ 
lalchhuana entered the place where the MNF were firing from 
and made a brisk search and realised quickly that a man 
belonging to MNF had been shot dead and another had been 
severely wounded. One Bretta with 14 rounds was recovered 
from these hostiles. Once again with no regard to his per¬ 
sonal safety. Shri Vanlalchhuana moved after the hostiles in 
a hot pursuit and although the MNF escaped taking cover of 
darkness yet the fierce Police onslaughts so disheartened the 
total group of the hostiles that the injured persons namely 
S/S Sgt. Zoramhmangaihia and S/S Pvt. Rosiama surrendered 
after a few days alongwith their leader S/S Lt. Vanlalfima. 

During this encounter. Shri Vanlalchhuana, Sub-Inspector of 
Police, exhibited conspicuous bravery, courage, determina¬ 
tion. leadership and devotion to duty of a very high order.

On the 16th July, 1982 reliable information was received 
that certain MNF/MNA personnel, fully equipped with arms, 
were forcibly collecting taxes in Saitual village and were 
planning to kidnap/assassinatc Police Officers and Govt, 
officials residing in Saitual. Immediately on the same night, 
MAP party under the Command of Inspector Luaia Sailo 
Lushai, was sent to Saitual to apprehend these MNF/MNA 
personnel. On arrival at Saitunl the MAP Party reported to 
the OC Police Station for chalking out the plan. 

On the evening of the 17th July, 1982, the OC Police 
Station and Inspector Luaia Sailo Lushai, with their staff 
while patrolling in Saitual village caught hold of one Shrl 
Iail vena who was moving under suspicious circumstances. The 
partv immediately apprehended him and brought him to the 
Police Station for interrogation. On interrogation, Shri Lelvena 
revealed that VCP and Chaiiman VC of the Saitual village are 
to handover the collected taxes/money taken forcibly from 
the villagers of Saitual to the MNF/MNA that evening. 

Immediately OC and Shri Luain with L/NK Baiknunsanga, 
L/NK Laldanliana. Constable No. 245 Vaulallawma, Cons¬ 
table No. 626 Zocbhuanthanga, Constable No. 276 Gopal 
Prasad Vadav and Constable No. 615 lull Bahadur Chhelri 
alongwith some other Police Station Staff went to the VCP & 
Chairman VC and took them to show' the place where* they 
were supposed to handover the money to the MNF/MNA. 

The VCP and VC Chairman took the Police party about 
3 KM. away from Saitual village on Shifa Road. On reach¬ 
ing the spot, the Police party saw three MNF/MNA person¬ 
nel in their full uniform standing with arms. These three 
hostiles were at an advantageous position, since they were 
standing on a dominating fcNure, and could epuse maximum 
casualty on the Police party by opening fire. 

The feature on which these hostiles were standing was in¬ 
accessible due to darkness and natural obstacles. Inspite of 
knowing fully that the Police party was in danger r.nd exposed 
to fire, even then Inspector I.uaia Sailo Lushai did not loose 
courage, and encouraged his party- to move silently towards 
the hostiles by crossing all the natural barriers. Shri Luaia 
Sr.ilo Lushai without caring for his own life led the parly 
infront and started moving towards the direction where the 
hostiles were standing. As soon as the hostiles saw Ins¬ 
pector Luaia Sailo Lushm, who was moving right in front 
of the Police- party the hostiles opened fired at (hem. The 
Police party under the shower of firing from the hostiles also 
returned the fire in self defence. As a result of that encoun¬ 
ter, one hostile was shot dead whose dead body wus later 
identified as SS Pvt. I.althankima One Berctta, 14 live 
rounds, one Magazine and three fired empty cases were 
recovered near the dead body of the hostile. In the encoun¬ 
ter the other two hostiles were also seriously injured and they 
managed to escape under cover of darkness and thick jungle. 
Blood trail could also bo seen npto a certain distance. 

During the encounter with the hostiles, Shri Luaia Sailo 
Lushai, Inspector, exhibited conspicuous gallantry, leadership, 
courage and deviation to duty of a high order.

The Sub-Store is 
located in an isolated place in the plant area. The lighting 
arrangement in the plant area was not satisfactory. Shri 
Ravinder Kumar was armed with a lathi only. 

At about 01.00 hours Shri Ravinder Kumar notice a few 
cri min als a,rmed with deadly weapons approaching the Elec¬ 
trical Sub-Store. He challenged them and offered resistance 
in order to fail their attempt to commit crime.

Tv) to examine in detail the cost and price structure of 
indigenously produced soda ash and to fix the 
price(s) thereof, including the price structure of 
imported soda ash. keeping in view the twin ob¬ 
jectives of its easy availability and reasonable price. 


(vi) to examine, in detail the co6t and price structure 
of the major products of the industrial users of 
soda ash on the basis of the price(s) of soda ash 
as fixed by the Committee; 

(vii) any other related matter which the Chairman may 
deem fit. 

3. The High Powered Committee shall be free to deter¬ 
mine the system and method of the working of tlie Com¬ 
mittee. 

4. The Committee may, with the approval of the Chair¬ 
man, co-opt such eminent persons/experts as it considers 
necessary as members of the Committee. 

5. The Committee is required/expected t6 complete the 
task assigned to it and present its report within a period of.
